SPEED 
OF 
TELEGRAPHIC 
WORK. 


The Electrician refers to the new edition 
of 
MeCulloch’s 
“ Dictionary 
of 
Com­ 
merce ” as authority for the statem ent that 
a good operator can send 2,000 words per 
hour, but remarks th at the conditions are 
not given. 
The same journal cites a state­ 
ment from au American contemporary 
concerning the recent transmission of a 
campaign speech from New York to Cin­ 
cinnati, by the Phillips system of steno- 
telegraphy, in five hours and five minutes, 
the number of words being 10,000, or over 
52 words to the minute, or say, 3,117 words 
an hour. 
The utterance of the speech con­ 
sumed three hours and forty minutes ; and 
although the work of transmission did 
not begin until the speaker had been under 
way for 
fifteen 
minutes, 
the 
entire 
speech was in the Cincinnati priuting-oliicc 
in one hour and twenty-five minutes after 
its conclusion in New York. The wire was 
worked without a “ repeater,” and the 
m atter transm itted fully equal to what 
would lie the average hy the Morse system 
on three wires, hy three senders and three 
repeaters. 
The process is entirely hy hand, 
the dispatches being received by an ink 
recorder of great simplicity, which pays 
out a narrow strip of tape, on which the 
m atter is plainly printed in linear char­ 
acters. 
Dispatches printed by Mr. Phil­ 
lips’ method require no preparation, the 
operator reading from the manuscript.

Our treasure exports last month aggre­ 
gated §933,122, of which $445,570 went to 
New York and $339,205 to China. 
The merchandise exports of the week 
were valued at $883,563, a decrease of 
$522,940 from those of the previous Week. 
The real estate total tax collections u p 
to noon to day were $302,935, as against 
$344,935 last night, about $8,000 having 
been received this morning, 
The wreck of the barkentine William H. 
Gawley, which lias been an attraction for 
visitors to the ocean beach for some tim e 
past, has almost entirely disappeared. 
The bullion deposits in the M iut in this 
city for November amounted to 129 600 
ounces gold and 934,022 ounces silver. 
Also, 108,112 ounces crude silver for bars. 
The southeaster which raged last night, 
did some havoc in the city, in the destruc­ 
tion of shrubbery and ornamental trees, 
the bursting of sewers, the Hooding of 
streets and darna os to dwellings. 
By the steamer Granada, due on the 
14th inst., from Panama, will arrive the 
men for the United States ship Pensacola, 
72 in number. 
On receipt of them the 
vessel will sail immediately for South 
America. 
The U nited States steamship Alaska ar­ 
rived this morniug, direct from Hcnoluiu, 
after a very long cruise. 
Her memoranda 
state th at she had no trades and no west­ 
erly winds until within 200 miles of this 
coast. 
During the last three days she ex­ 
perienced moderate gales from the north 
and from the southwest. 
The Alaska left 
this port in August, 1879.

coast of Peru and Chile until J - !y 23d 
last, when she sailed for l’ago-Pago, Sa­ 
moan Islands, at which place a coal depot 
for the navy was established.

place she sailed November 13t’n.

NEW 
DEPOT 
AT 
OAKLAND. 


The Oakland Timee thus describes th e 
new depot building about to be erected by 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company a t 
O akland: 
About fifteen months ago the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company commenced th e 
work of building the mole from the shore 
end at W est Oakland to a distance of s ir 
thousand five hundred and fifty feet Thia 
work is now completed. 
A t the shore end 
this mole is six hundred feet wide. 
To­ 
ward the center it narrows to about two 
hundred feet and again widens out two 
hundred aud eighty feet. 
At the w ater 
end the fill-in is about twenty-two feet in ­ 
depth. 
Arrangements are being made to 
lay down tracks, upon which all the pas. 
Banger trains shall henceforth pass, taking 
passengers from the ferry-boats directly 
into cars which will travel over solid 
g 


round. 
Nothing but passenger trains wilf 
e run to the ferry landing. 
There is 
ample 
room 
for 
ten 
tracks 
at the 
outer 
end 
of 
the 
mole, 
and 
suffi­ 
cient in any part of it for six trackB. 
At an early day work will commence on 
the finest railroad building oa the Pacific 
coast, which will he built oa the outer end 
of the mole as a depot for passengers, office 
of Superintendent and oilier offices. 
This 
building will he 260 feet wide and. 6 0 0 feet 
long, with two wings each 900 feet in 
ieugtb, into which trains will run. and it 
will bo arranged so that passenger* aoiug 
to San Francisco, who desire to go on the 
upper deck of the steamer, will go upstairs 
into waiting-rooms ami pa3S Iron, thence 
on the upper deck of the ferry-boat, which, 
will run close in. 
There will also be a 
waiting-room below for those who wish to 
pass immediately on the lower deck of the 
steamer. 
The trains will he run into th is 
building and locked in. A rthur Brown, th<- 
nian who built the hotel at Monterey, wilt 
build this vast structure, and it is expected 
that it will be ready fcr uee in about 
three months time. 
The building w ill he 
thirty feet in hight and covered with cor­ 
rugated iron and glass.

JCEiSS AND MURDER CASES. 


2SK BfiRGHAND THE CRIMINAL CLASSES 
Mr. Henry Bergh lias astonished his 
friends and the public by openly denounc­ 
ing murderers as people who ought to be 
killed, and by expressing the opinion that 
criminals generally ought to be whipped 
by steam thrashing machines. In regard 
to the murderers we are entirely in accord 
with Mr. Bergh’s sentiments, and agree 
with him that a true humanity demands 
the zealous vindication of the law for the 
punishment of homicides. But his second 
proposition strikes us as coming very oddly 
from a man who has been so identified 
with measures for the suppression of 
cruelty to animals, though it is by no 
means a wonderful line of thought for such 
a mind to take. It has often been ob­ 
served that an extreme tenderness for 
brutes Í3 entirely compatible with phe­ 
nomenal cruelty towards human beings. 
Sjmic striking illustrations of this were 
furnished by the conduct of several of 
the leaders of the French revolution. 
Thus Robespierre was apparently pa3sion- 
ati ly attached to pet dogs, while Couthon 
ar.il St. Just were equally conspicuous in 
their fondness for birds aud other favor­ 
ites. 
Robespierre would exclaim with 
intense indignation against any one who 
was cruel to animals, and at the same lime 
he would Bign the orders which doomed 
scores of his fellow-men and women to the 
guillotine. Nero is said to have been wry 
fond of animals, and another Roman em­ 
peror thought so much of his pet fishes 
that he fed them with the bodies of slaves 
and criminals. Innumerable instances of 
Luis kind might be adduced, in short, aud 
therefore there is nothing surprising in the 
callousness of Mr. Bcrgli to the sufferings 
of human beings. His emotions aro pitched 
to the animal key alone. He can weep 
over the sufferings of horses aud dogs and 
bulle and bears, but bo ha3 no sensibility 
left for creatures of his own race, aud so 
he proposes to torture the latter a3 a pre­ 
vention of crime. Evidently Mr. Bergh 
will do well to coniine, himself to the min­ 
istrations with which he is familiar. His 
practical efforts for the amelioration of the 
condition of the brute3 may be productive 
of good, but his ideas iu regard to the 
treatment of human criminals are neither 
consistent nor philosophical. 
SCHURZ ON INDIAN RESERVATIONS. 
Mr. Schurz in hi3 report expresses the 
opinion that the system of Indian reser­ 
vations is a bad one, and that it is prefer­ 
able to keep the Indians on the lands they 
inhabit, and secure such lands to them in 
severalty. There can be no doubt that 
the reservation system has been produc­ 
tive of much evil, but the reason of its 
failure has generally been the inability of 
the United States Government to main­ 
tain its pledges to the Indians. Reserva­ 
tions iu fact have only been respected by 
the people so long as they w ere not want­ 
ed. Whenever settlement has reached up 
to their boundaries encroachment and 
aggression have followed, and after the 
usual war it has been found necessary to 
remove the Indians to some other reser­ 
vation, from which in turn they are sure 
to be ousted when the advancing tide 
touches their territory. If Mr. Sohurz 
has discovered a plan of securing land to 
them which is proof against popular law­ 
lessness and greed, then indeed he is 
warranted in abandoning the reservation 
system. 
But wo confess to a doubt on 
this head, for so far we have never heard 
of any Indian titles which were valid 
against white men when the test came. 
LESSEP3 AND HI3 CANAL. 
The New York Times appears to think 
that Lesseps has really established his 
canal scheme on a substantial financial 
basis, but as it founds this belief upon the 
dispatches which lie has been sending from 
Europe we are unable to share the confi­ 
dence of our contemporary. So far as can 
be ascertained the canal scheme is at pres­ 
ent iu such a shape that few financiers of 
judgment would be likely to embark in it, 
while the statements of its projectors have 
been so wild and reckless that it is impossi­ 
ble to know how much of them can be be­ 
lieved. We certainly do not accept the 
frenchm an’s account of the eagerness of 
European capitalists to put their money in 
bis enterprise, without allowance. Re­ 
membering how he drew the long bow in 
recard to the attitude of American capital, 
we are prepared to find that he has taken 
similar liberties on the other side of the 
Atlantic. In short he has so justified mis­ 
trust that no one is warranted iu believing 
his project until it is accomplished, and 
that event is evidently a Jong way off r.t 
present. 


For many years the press of this Stato 
has been endeavoring to stimulate public 
sentiment to a just sense of the heinous ness 
ef murder, but if the average perform­ 
ance of j aries in such cases may be regard­ 
ed as trustworthy evidence of the status 
of public opinion, these efforts have been 
singularly unsuccessful. So rare are the 
instances in which adequate penalties are 
adjudged for murder that it seems as 
though almost any other form of crime was 
more certain to be punished in California. 
In many cases juries appear to shut their 
eyes to the most conclusive evidence, and 
to take a positive pleasure in rendering 
verdicts which are as much outrages upon 
commonsensc as upon the civilization of 
the community. A few weeks ago such a 
jury brought in a verdict of murder in the 
second degree in a Nevada county care. 
The defendant had walked up to a man 
and shot him down on the street. The 
only reason that could be alleged was that 
the murderer was indebted to his victim, 
and that the latter had availed himself of 
his statutory rights. It was % clear case of 
wanton and brutal assassination, wholly 
without extenuating circumstances, yet the 
jury only sentenced the man piactically to 
a few’ years of imprisonment. A somewhat 
similar case in San Francisco has just 
terminated iu the acquittal of the defend­ 
ant. We refer to the Haskell-Schwartz 
case. Hero the defendant walked into the 
store where the deceased was, and after 
urging him to retract certain abusive epi­ 
thets alleged to have been used during a 
quarrel between the men on the previous 
night, pulled a pistol and shot his victim 
dead. An attempt was made on the trial 
to show that Schwartz had first drawn a 
pistol, and witnesses were found to swear 
that they had heard three shots fired, it 
being shown that the defendant had only 
fired twice. The testimony on this point 
was of such a character that there should 
not have been a doubt in the minds of the 
jury. The hypothesis set up by the defense 
was contradicted by a mass of evidence of 
the most positive and convincing nature. 
Nothing was introduced to substantiate the 
theory of the defense, and it was as well 
established a3 anything could be that the 
deceased was unarmed when he was shot 
down. The jury however found a verdict 
of acquittal, and so another is added to the 
long catalogue of instances which go to en­ 
courage homicide, and which tend to jus­ 
tify the belief that nothing is so secure 
from punishment as murder in this State. 
It has been customary hitherto to ascribe 
these failures of justice to a laxity of pub­ 
lic sentiment on the subject, but this view 
is hardly compatible with the apparent fact 
that the public are shocked and outraged 
by the frequent fiascos which occur in this 
connection. We are disposed to believe 
that the cause of the many failures to con­ 
vict murderers must be sought rather in 
the methods by which juries are obtained 
than in any lack of regard for human life 
among the intelligent elements of the com­ 
munity. 
Attempts have been made from time to 
time to reform the practice of the criminal 
law in this respect, bnt the results do not 
warrant a belief that the changes thus far 
made have had the desired effect. Who­ 
ever will take the trouble to follow the- 
process of selecting a jury in a murder 
case—and unfortunately there are but too 
many opportunities—will perceive that 
the system operates directly toward the 
elimination of intelligence and independ­ 
ence from the panel. 
The grounds of 
challenge are invariably euch as must ex­ 
clude those Lest qualified to form an 
enlightened judgment. 
The efforts of 
counsel arc directed to the securing 
of men who have no opinions, who 
have been 
too 
stupid or sluggish 
to pay attention to current events, who 
do not read the newspapers, who are will­ 
ing to deciare that no matter what has 
happened no impression has been left upon 
their minds. Now men who fulfill these 
requirements are inevitably a kind of 
men peculiarly unfitted for the duties of 
jurors in a murder case. The caution and 
clemency of the S.ate have in fact been car­ 
ried to such extremes that the people arc 
practically left without adequate repre­ 
sentation in murder cases. Lest injustice 
should be dune to the defense, the prosecu­ 
tion is disarmed. It is the particular 
desire of the defendant to obtain a stupid 
jury, aud the law affords him every facil­ 
ity for carrying out this purpose. The re­ 
sult is that there is not much difference 
nowadays between the average Coroner’s 
jury and the average murder case jury. The 
determination of the gravest questions, the 
guardianship of Society, is placed in the 
hands of men who are carefully selected for 
their mental incapacity, and the results of 
their modo of procedure are what we see. 
The effect of these frequeut and disgrace­ 
ful failures of justice upou public morals is 
most pernicious. 
Lawlessness is en­ 
couraged ; homicide is regarded .13 venial; 
the drunken rough, the passionate cr vin­ 
dictive man, is taught that human life may 
be taken with practical impunity. Aud 
^jitil the practice of the law is so reformed 
as to make it possible to impanel a better 
class of juries in murder cases we do not see 
how anything else can be expected. Those 
who think that the public safety and the 
reputation of the State are worth guarding 
aud preserving, should interest themselves 
in urging amendment of the law in this 
direction. 
SCHOOL DIFFICULTIES. 
The public have been given some gtrange 
scenes lately in the educational department 
of the city government. The City Super­ 
intendent of Schools suspended the Prin­ 
cipal of the High School, as alleged for 
flagrant insubordination. The Board of 
Education thereupon met and reinstated 
the suspended teacher. The Superintend­ 
ent again suspended him, and the Board 
again nullified the action of the Superin­ 
tendent. The practical effect of this action 
of the Board necessarily must be to depfive 
the Superintendent of authority and to en­ 
courage insubordination in the teachers. 
It may happen that a Superintendent so 
far exceeds his authority as to justify the 
Board in taking steps in themselves so 
prejudicial to the discipline of the schools. 
The question to be answered is, whether 
the present case falls within that category. 
It is represented by Mr. 
Landes 
that he requested Mr. 
Adams to 
furnish 
him 
the 
register showing 
the status of the scholars under his 
charge, it is not denied that Mr. Landes 
was within his jurisdiction in making this 
demand. It is his special duty to ascer­ 
tain the manner in which the schools are 
being cond acted, to check the methods of 
the teachers, and to inform himself on ths 
standing of the scholars. It is said and 
not denied—that Mr. Adams flatly refused 
to furnish the register demanded, though 
it is admitted that it is his duty to keep 
such a register, and to furnish it to the 
Superintendent when called npon. Here, 
then, there appears to have been a flagrant 
breach of dnty on the part of Mr. Adams. 
That is what it is on its face, and so far 


we have seen no explanation of the matter 
which can be regarded as justifying the 
refusal of Mr. Adams to furnish the 
register. The Superintendent, when met 
with this refusal, exercised his legal right 
in suspending Mr. Adams. Why, then, 
did the 
Board interfere to annul 
that suspension, and thus assume the at­ 
titude of defending insubordination among 
the teachers, and belittling the authority 
of the Superintendent; We confess that 
we are unable to perceive the justification 
of this step, nor docs the subsequent action 
of the Board appear to us any mere intelli­ 
gible. The Principal of the High School 
defied the authority of the Superintendent. 
The Beard sustains him in that defiance. 
And finally, as though to emphasize its in­ 
tention of snubbing the Superintendent, 
the Board orders Mr. Adams to furnish 
the register, not because the Super­ 
intendent had a perfect right to de­ 
mand it, but because the Board wishes 
it done. Thus the authority of the Super­ 
intendent has been openly contemned and 
trampled upon, and this in the absence of 
any proof that that officer has exceeded his 
legitimate functions. But this is not all. 
It is very weli known that there is a strong 
desire to ascertain how the pupils who 
were trained by Mr. McDonald have pro­ 
gressed in the Il'gh School, and it is be­ 
lieved by many that the statements regard­ 
ing the incompetence of that teacher which 
were sorifenot long ago have been disproved 
by the actually demonstrated capacity of 
h¡3 late scholars, now in the Higli School. 
Of course any attempt to conceal such an 
exhibit would be extremely improper. * lt 
could bo concealed only by withholding 
the register of the standing of the High 
School pupils. Aud the Board of Educa­ 
tion lias, whether intentionally or unwit­ 
tingly, put itself in the attitude of encour­ 
aging or assisting some such conceal­ 
ment, supposing anything of the kind 
to have been contemplated. 
On the 
whole, while it is possible that the 
Superintendent may have acted somewhat 
intemperately, it is difficult to acquit the 
Board of a bias against him which can 
only serve to give substance to mischiev­ 
ous imferenceF, and which must be inju­ 
rious to the discipline and morale of the 
schools. It has keen suggested that things 
would be much pleasanter if the Board were 
empowered to appoint the Superintendant. 
That is possible, but until we possess bet­ 
ter guarantees for the fitness of the Board 
Buch a change would lead to no real re­ 
form.

The population of Port Townsend, W. 
T., is about 800. 
The railroad bridge over the Yuba river 
is now' undergoing repairs. 
The Dutch Flat Forum has suspended 
publication for the present. 
Santa llosa citizens are signing a pe­ 
tition to disincorporate the fow’h. 
Five hundred head of cattle were killed 
by the cold in Pendleton, Oregon. 
The place where Petaluma now stands 
wa3 called “ Choouali” by the Indians. 
A number of three-year-old Japan per- 
siinmon trees are bearing near San Diego. 
Napa people are getting excited over the 
recent coal oil discovery in Dry creek, 
about eight miic3 from town. 
Large bands of cattle can be seen coming 
down out of the hills into Grand llonde 
valley. Oregon, every day since the snow 
has fallen. 
. • 
W. D. Haley has retired from the edi­ 
torial management of the A mador Sentinel, 
published at Jackson, his- interest having 
been purchased by Turner & Sanborn. 
Salmon fishing on the Columbia river, 
Oregon, ia very dangerous, owing to cer­ 
tain tidal peculiarities. Two hundred men, 
at least, are reported a3 lost during the 
past season. 
Mis. Bidleman of lleno has filed a survey 
of a ditch to start from the south bank of 
the Tnickee river, about IS miles east of 
Reno. It is designed to carry 4.000 inches 
of water for irrigation. 
More brick buildings have been built in 
Yreka this year than during the previous 
eight or nine years. A number of hand­ 
some new' dwellings have also been erected 
during the present year. 
Fish Commissioner Redding has agreed 
to furnish carp for the streams of Sierra 
valley. The number of eggs a carp is sup­ 
posed to deposit in a season is 3,000. A 
two-year-old carp will weigh 7 pounds.

C. Lewis, of White river, W. T., 
raised 1,100 bushels of line marketable 
potatoes this season from three and one- 
half acres of laud, which is about an average 
of the yield per acre this year in the whole 
of White river valley. 
Genera! Vallejo sajs : Bodega bay was 
discovered in October, 1775. Bodega and 
Ross, now within 'the limits of Sonoma 
county, were occupied by the Russians in 
May, 1812. The Russians may be termed 
the pioneer “ squatters” of California. 
It is now definitely settled that the town 
of Orland has been chosen as a railroad 
terminus. 
The coming week surveyors 
will locate a site for a depot and make 
other necessary arrangements to complete 
tiie railroad line from Willows to Orland. 
An oyster company was formed at New 
Tacoma, W. T., two years ago for the pur­ 
pose of propagating oysters in Gig harbor, 
and planted 5,200 oysters. The result has 
proved a grand success, owing, it is be­ 
lieved, to the oysters being planted in 
shallow water. 
The streets of the New Jerusalem, below 
Dayton, Nev.. are not paved with silver 
aud gold. 
Neither are they paved with 
aspbaltum, nor oak blocks, nor cobble stone. 
They are paved with something better than 
auy of these thinc3, being paved with pe­ 
tatees ; for, as jet, the principal streets 
ruu through the potato patches. 
Says the Bodie Free Press: The upper 
end of Main street presents a deplorable 
sight. From Lowe street to West & Bry­ 
ant’s warehouse travel is almost suspended 
on account of water. Men doing business 
in that part of town have had to close up, 
and unless something is soon done to 
remedy this evil private families will have 
to find some other quarters to live in. 
Extensive preparations for the manufact­ 
ure of iron in Placer county are being 
made by the Placer Iron Company. Fur­ 
naces have been erected on the ground 
from which the ore is taken, and charcoal 
is being burned and delivered as speedily 
as possible. It is expected that every­ 
thing will be in readiness and the works 
will start up in the early part of the new 
year. ’ 
A miner’s funeral in Virginia City was 
managed by a friend of the deceased, offi­ 
ciating as master of ceremonies. 
The 
manager attended to all the details of the 
fnneraL After the coffin had been carried 
from the house to the hearse, he led the 
minister to a carriage, and, when every­ 
thing was in readiness for a start for the 
cemetery, he put his hands to his mouth 
and yelled to the driver of the hearse, “ All 
set!” 
The Seattle (W. T.) Intelligencer says : 
People who have made observation state 
that within the past few days one of the 
highest spurs of Mount Bainier, known as 
the pack-saddle, has broken off, and, it ¡3 
supposed, fell into ths crater. It is also 
stated on good authority that the mountain 
shows every indication of being in a state 
of eruption, as large volumes of smoke can 
be seen on a clear day rising from the old 
land-mark. 
George H. Mu'lery, of San Francisco, 
and James Ryan, of Helena, are making 
preparations each to drive 15,000 sheep 
from Fiesno and Los Angeles to Montana 
early in the spring. Last season they took 
somewhat smaller drives through, but 
found them very profitable. Their route 
lays by way of Walker's basin, Owen’a 
lake and river, passing through Nevada 
near Eureka, and crossing the Rocky 
Mountains at Pleasant Valley divide, 
along the line of the Utah and Northern 
Railway.

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Tlic Fcliroiler «’ase — Testimony «r Eye* 
Witnesses of (lie Tragedy. 
Oakland, December 2d.—The Court-room 
was filled this morning at 9:45 o’clock, when 
the case of the People vs. Edward F. Schro­ 
der was calltd. The jury roll showed all 
present. 
The prosecution is conducted by District 
Attorney Gibson, A-sistant District Attorney 
Whitmore and Z. Montgomery; the defence 
by Hall McAllister and W. W. Foote. The 
prisoner eat beside his father-in-law, Dr. 
Stebbins, and appeared to he cool and col­ 
lected. From appearances his incarceration 
has not affected hiui to any very great ex­ 
tent.Assistant District Attorney Wells Whit­ 
more made 
THE OPENING ADDRESS. 
He said that ths prosecution expected to 
show that Dr. Lefevre, on the afternoon of 
this shooting, while engaged at his practice, 
as a dentist, was filling a lady’s tooth, when 
the dtfendaut entered one of the rooms, and 
a pistol-Bhot was heard ; immediately after 
Dr. Lefevre came staggering into the next 
room, aud fell in that room and died shortly 
afterwards. This defendant walked into the 
hall aud was there met by an officer; he gave 
up the pistol he held in his hand, saying, 
“ Officer, do your duty ; I have shot a man ; 
he seduced my wife ; no man can seduco my 
wife and life.” On the way to the City 
Prison he used much the same language. 
When the deceased was waited on by medi­ 
cal men immediately after being shot, and was 
told that his fife was about ended, and that 
he was soon to meet his Maker face to face, 
he declared that Schroder had shot him, but 
that he (the deceased) knew of no cause why 
he had done so. 
THE FIRST WITNESS. 
The prosecution called Mary Agnew, the 
assistant of the late Dr. Lefevre. She testi­ 
fied : Know defendant; saw him on Mon­ 
day, July 26, 1880 ; it was before 5 p. M., in 
Dr. Lefevre’s office; I saw him follow Dr. 
Lefevre and fire a shot at him ; it was in the 
second operating room. [Witness showed 
where she was standing when the shot was 
fired.] They carried Dr. Lefevre to the 
lounge in the second operating room; I 
stayed in the other room ; Í had seen a wound 
in the doctor’s left side ; I was afterwards in 
the room; the doctor died there within an 
hour; did not hear him say anything ; Dr. 
Lefevre was in the office at 8 a. m., and 
worked till 1 2 ; he went to lunch at 1 p. m. 
and returned at 2 ; was in the office until the 
shooting. 
Cross-examined—Had seen defendant be­ 
fore in the office two or three times; prob­ 
ably a month or more ; he came with his 
wife ; he might have come after her; his wife 
came there over a year ; I never saw Schro­ 
der there except when his wife was there ; 
hoard Schroder have a conversation with Le­ 
fevre in the other room ; don’t know what 
Dr. Lefevre went into the other room for; 
heard no noise; there is a door from the hall 
to No. 2 ; if it were opened or shut I might 
hear i t ; it’s a close door; no glass in it; it’s 
a heavy door : the doctor opened it when l.e 
went iu ; he Bhttt it after him ; he was gone 
about a miuute ; it was a short time when 
the first shot occurred ; was excited when I 
heard the shot; it was a loud report; didn't 
know what it was ; the door opened, awl the 
doctor came staggering iu ; the first person 
I saw after the snooting was Mr. Schroder ; 
don’t know which way Schroder went after 
the shooting ; don’t know' that I made an ex­ 
clamation when the shooting occurred ; I was 
very much frightened; I did scream ; saw 
Dr. Brooks put his hand on Schroder ; the 
door must have been ajar ; saw a pistol; saw 
the Hash of a pistol. 
ANOTHER EYE-WITNESS’ STORY, 
Mrs. Keeney testified : I was acquainted 
with Dr. Lefevre ; he was my dentist. IVas 
in his office on the 20th of July last. Know 
defendant. I don’t remember seeing his face 
on that day. My engagement at the doctor’s 
office on that day was at 2:30; remained to 
4:40. 1 was in the first operating-room iu 
the chair ; my mother was iu the room with 
me. I was there when the shooting occurred 
in the operating-room. Dr. Lefevre was fill­ 
ing my teeth. When I heard the report of 
the pistol Dr. Lefevre had gone to operating- 
room No. 2. Ho had been gone hut a mo­ 
ment when I heard the report. Miss Agnew 
was in the room at the time standing behind 
my chair. The rubber was ou iny teeth 
when Dr. Lefevre went out of the room. 
Don’t know why the doctor went out. Don’t 
know whether he closed the door when he went 
out. Saw him return in a staggering marnier 
and fall on the floor. Saw a man behind him; 
heard the shooting, and saw the man come 
into the room after him. I jumped from my 
chair when I heard the shootirg. Did not 
see him again that day. 
(Jross#xamined—Dr. Lsfevre had been 
operating on me since 3 o’clock ; don’t know 
what called him away; remained in the 
operating chair while he wa3 absent; ran to 
the front parlor when I heard the shooting; 
don’t know what Mire Agnew was doing ; 
there was a good deal of excitement after the 
shooting; Dr. Lefevre has attended me for 
two years ; after the first shot he fell to the 
floor ; recollect testifying in the Police Court 
July28th. Witce-s’attention was ceded to 
her testimony, as then given, as to the time 
the doctor was absent from the room, and 
stated it was correct to the beat of her 
knowledge. 
wnAT MES. STOTTS SAW. 
Mrs. Jane .Spotts, mother of Mrs. Keeney, 
testified : Was acquainted with l)r. Lefevre. 
Saw him on the 2(ith of July last in his of­ 
fice. Went with my daughter to have her 
teeth attended to. Went about 2:30, anil re­ 
mained till near 5. Was in the operating 
room when I heard the first Bhot tired. Dr. 
Lefevre was operating on my daughter’s 
tooth. He had left the operating room about 
a minute before I heard the shot. I saw Dr. 
Lefevre come into the room staggering, and 
the shooter behind him. It was about a min­ 
ute from the time the doctor left till he re­ 
turned. Heard the report of a pistol about 
a minute after the doctor left the room. Was 
occupied in conversation with my daughter 
and Mis3 Agnew during the doctor’s absence 
from the room. I saw Schroder pursuing the 
doctor. Did not see his face ; saw his back. 
Can’t tell the distance between them, but he 
appeared to be very close. Wiien I heard 
the shot I ran to call for help. Did not see 
Dr. Brooks in the hall at the time. 
Miss Ada Gouldin, the next witness called, 
testified : I five in Fruitvale ; was acquainted 
with Dr. L ; don’t know defendant; saw Dr. 
L. on the 26th of July by his operating chair 
in his office about 4:15 p M ; was in the office 
when the shooting occurred ; was sitting in a 
chair by the window facing on Eighth street; 
there were two girls in the room at the time, 
Carrie Faulkner and Nettie Hamilton ; when 
I heard the first report I was standing in my 
chair and looked towards operatiug room No. 
1 ; caw some smoke ; saw Dr. Lefevre as he 
was falling ; did not see the person that fired 
the second shot; did not see anybody but Dr. 
Lefevre as lie was falling ; from the time I 
heard somebody go out of the room till the 
time he returned was about ten seconds ; 
when I saw Dr. Lefevre I ran down the 
Bteps ; heard somebody say go for a doctor, 
as Dr. Lefevre was dying. 
Cross-examined: Was waiting in the re­ 
ception-room about thirty minutes before the 
shooting. Was studying my geography les­ 
son. The door between the operating and 
receptiou rooms w as open. Heard somebody 
leave the operating-room. Heard the door 
open. Dr. Lefevre was my dentist. Had 
been bo for five years. He was not on visit­ 
ing terms with my family. Don’t know who 
spoke to me about being a witness. It was a 
gentleman. About a week after the shooting. 
Did not testify at tlie prelimitary examina­ 
tion. Do not know the party’s came who 
asked me to testify. Would know him if I 
saw him. Witness then recognized detective 
Fuller as the party who sjjoke to her. 
Recess till 1 o’clock. 
TUe Trial Hcsuntcd. 
The examicat’on of witnesses was resumed 
at 1 P. H. The Court-room was again densely 
packed outside oi the bar, aud all the seats 
were occupied. 
TESTIMONY OP DR. BROOKS. 
Dr. William E. Brooks was the next witness 
called, and questions were_ propounded by 
the District Attorney, to whom the witness 
replied as follows : I am a dentist by occupa­ 
tion. Knew Dr. Lefevre. Have seen Mr. 
Schroder before. Saw him on July 26th last, 
near 5 o’clock ia the afternoon. I arrested 
him. The circumstances were these : The 
witness then stepped around to the disgram 
and used it to illustrate what happened. 
Witness testified: Mary Agnew came to me 
and, pointing to a man in the ball, said: 


“ That man shot Dr. Lsfevre.” I was in my 
room when I heard the report of the pistol, 
f did not move until after the tecoud shot. 
Then I jumped up and went to the door. I 
then saw Mary Agnew and the defendant. I 
walked down the hall and ha said: “ Do 
your duty as a citizen. That man seduced 
my wife;” he had a pistol in hi3 hand ; I 
took it, and on the stairs gave the prisoner 
and the pistol to officer Fields ; I went back, 
and found Dr. Lefevre lying on his left side 
in the operating room No. 1; we assisted him 
to operating room No. 2; he walked part of 
the way and then began to sink down ; I 
asked him where he was hurt, aud he said he 
did not know ; I examined to see if he was 
wounded ; I raw here iu the left side a hole, 
and on the opposite side saw the bullet just 
beneath the skin ; I was there when he died ; 
he lived about one hour after he was shot. 
Question—Did he say anything before he 
died; 
_ 
Witness—Yes ; I asked him who shot him, 
and he said Mr. Schroder; Bromley also 
asked him the same question, aud he said, 
Schroder, I think. He also Baid : ‘‘Gentle 
meD, I thank you very much. You have 
done all you can for me.” He asked if he 
would die, and I told him he would not five 
long. 
_ 
CrosB-examined by Mr. Foote —Witness 
said he testified in the Police Court and be­ 
fore the Coroner’s jury, and made a diagram 
of the rooms; I occupied the operating-room, 
No. 2, before I occupied the corner room, 
but vacated it on January 1st last; I was iu 
the employ of Dr. Lefevre ; the room was in 
the same condition when the doctor w&s shot 
that it was when I left it; Schroder was in 
the hall when I first saw him; I think he 
stood peifectly still; lie made no resistance ; 
all he said to me was, “ Do yenr duty as a 
citizen. That man seduced my wife 
I am 
positive nothing else was said ; nothing was 
said when I turned him over to the police 
officer ; I immediately returned to Dr. Le­ 
fevre; Miss Agnew came back ju-t as I was 
raising the doctor’s head ; she had betu in the 
front room ; James T. Geary was in my room 
with me when I heard the shots; I was not 
present when the diagram was made lust Sun­ 
day, but I knew it was to be made ; it was 
not lucro than one or two sefionds between 
the first and second shots ; it was after quar­ 
ter of 5 before the first shot was fired; my 
testimony now is what my first testimony 
was ; I don’t think I have made any mistake. 
This closed Dr. Brooks’ testimony. 
THE ARRESTINO OFFICER’S STORY. 
Officer Fields testified to arresting Schroder 
after the shooting. Defendant mentioned 
once or twice that he had shot a man. 
He 
said, “ That man has seduced my wife. No 
man can seduce my wife.” He kissed his 
little child. I told the clerk to book Mr. 
Schroder. 
Defendant had a conversation 
with his wile at the City Hall, and told her 
to go home and take care of the children, and 
said lie would be home to-morrow. I heard 
the first and second reports of the piatoL 
DR. LEPEVRE’S DYING STATEMENT. 
J. C. Bromley testified : Knew Dr. Lefevre. 
Was in his office on Monday, July 26th ; was 
there at the time of his death, and some time 
before. He made a statement in my pres­ 
ence, which was reduced to writing. 
[ The statement was then produced and of­ 
fered in evidence.] 
Witness said : The contents of the paper 
were read to Dr. Lefevre. I think Mr. 
Brummigan read it. He also wrote it. Dr. 
Lefevre knew his own condition when it was 
read. I was present when the paper was 
signed. The pen was put in Dr. Lefevre’s 
hand, and guided by Suryienne or Bruuimi- 
gan. He asked me when the pen was placed 
in his hand if the wound was fatal. I re­ 
plied, “ Yes.” Dr. Bites. I)r. Roach, Dr. 
Selfridge, Dr. Draper and Dr. Buck said he 
was dying, and that I had better send for a 
priest. Dr. Lefevre told me he was going- 
meaning that he was dying, lie told me 
that before that paper was read and signed. 
He was conscious and rational. He told me 
that Schroder killed him—shot him. 
GUNSMITHS’ TESTIMONY. 
A. J. Plate testified : I sold defendant a 
pistol on tho 5th of July last, at some time 
between 8 o’clock aud 2. I could not say 
whether that is the one or not, there are so 
many like it. It was exactly like that, lt 
was returned on the 8th or 9th by Schroder, 
He said he wanted the pistol for a friend, and 
then wanted me to take it back. 
W. I). Colrel testified : I am in the gun 
and cutlery business at 418 Market street. I 
know Schroder. I can identify the pistol as 
the kind 1 sold defendant on the day of the 
shooting of Dr. Lefevre. It was about 1 
o’clock. It was the same size and kind. This 
bullet is the same kind ami style as that 
bought—a 38 caliber. He made no statement 
—only bought the pistol. He seemed in a 
hurry, and I thought ho was in a hurry to get 
back to lunch. 
'______ 
The W eather. 
San I.uis Obispo, December 2.1.—A 
steady, warm rain, with a light southeast 
wind, set in last night at 10 o’clock and has 
continued Bixteen hours, with prospects of a 
heavy fall. Twenty-five thousand sacks of 
grain have been shipped at Cayucos, 200,­

The Railroad Commission—Farr- and 
Frqixlilib 
San Francisco, December 2to—At a meet­ 
ing of Railroad Commissioners to-day, Gen. 
Stoucman presented the following, which was 
laid over one day : 
Wukrkas, The Copstitution of the State of Cali­ 
fornia mikes it obligatory upon this Board of Rail­ 
road Commissioners to establish ratee of cnarges for 
the transportation of paaseogeis and freight by ail 
railroads and otter transportation companies, and 
to publish the same from time to time, with such 
changes as they nuy make, and report to the Gov­ 
ernor annually the proceedings I therefore 
Besotted, First—That the 15 ard take up at once 
the subject of passenger rates, and fix and «btabliíh 
the same upon all the railroads in the ¡state of Caii- 
foruia.

Second—That the rates for the transportation of 
passengers between the following named points or 
stations shall be [schedule prvsqrted, but withheld 
fr«,m publication uutll agreed upon by the Board]. 


Third—That the rates per mile for first-class ¡«is- 
j sengera over each of the above designated distances 
or sections shall be uniform fur all distances includ- 
| to between the termini of 6aid sections, Tnd the 
charge for the transportation of flrst-ciass passen- 
: gers over two or more sections shall he the aggre­ 
gate of the said charges over the several sections; 
provided, that each railroad coinnany in this .State 
may, at its discretion, establish such excursion, 
commutation, passenger-mileage and round-trip 
rates as it may deem expedient and proper ; and 
prot lued, further, that any railroad companv may 
be authorized to charge not Uss than 25 cents :or 
one passenger per trip between two stations ou 
said road. 
Fourth—The rate for second class passengers 
should not exceed — per cent., and the rates fur 
third-class pussengers shall not exceed 50 )ier cent, 
of the charges for first-class passengers over the 
same distances and on the same road’. 
Fifth—In fixing the rates of fare for passengers 
the distance shall he estimated at the nearest whole 
number of miles, and the charge shall tic estimated 
at the nearest multiple of five cents. 
Sixth—Any passeuger on auy train, upon a re­ 
quest made to the conducter of the train upon 
which such passenger may be traveling, shall be en­ 
titled to receive a lay-over ticket go*d for twenty- 
days. 
Iu explanation of the schedule presented, 
General Stor-eman said : By reference to the 
annual report of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company for 1880, it will bo seen that the 
average charge per mile for passengers on 
that road and its branches is 2.96 cents per 
mile, liy reference to the proposed schedule 
of fares on all the broad-gauge railroads in 
the State, the lowest rate is 3.[ cents per 
mile—a quarter of a cent per mile more than 
the average rate now charged. It, therefore, 
follows that if the official statement of the 
Central Pacific Railroad is true, and we have 
no right to assume otherwise, the general 
average of the proposed schedule is greater

If the calculation should be based upon 
the 1,279,118 through and local passenge:s 
carried by rail, the gene: a! average would I e 
correspondingly increased, and would be 
found to be far above the average rates of 
railroads throughout the United States. Ot 
the eight roads in the State cf.Illinois, taken 
as an average of the roads in that State, the 
lowest rate per mile for passengers is 2.11 
cents, on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quiucy, and the highest i- 4.06 cents, on the 
Cairo and Vincennes. By ixnmination of 
the presort schedule rates ou the Central Pa­ 
cific and Southern Pacific roads, there is but 
oue instance where these reads charged less 
than 3 cents per mile, or less than the pro­ 
posed average ptr mile for passengers. The 
highest rate in the proposed schedule is 
cents. 
In concluding, the Commissioner stated 
that the disputed rate was between Willows 
aud Knight’s Landing. An examination of 
the existing rates through California shows 
that there was no general principle or general 
formula in the manner in which they had 
been arranged. He expected that the rates 
presented in the schedule would be modified 
by a consultation with other members of the 
Board. It was the intention to fix a fair and 
just rate for passengers, founded on common 
justice, common sense and common law.

A N ew System ok E le c tric L ig h tin g . 
J. W. Swan, of Newcastle on-Tyne, has 
come forward as the inventor of a system 
of incandescent electric lighting, which he 
claims cau be economically applied to do­ 
mestic purposes. He thus states in general 
terms what he has done : It was found 
after many troublesome experiments that 
when the vacuum within the lamp was 
good, and the contact between the carbon 
and the conductor which supported it suf­ 
ficient, there was no blackening of the 
globes and no appreciable wasting away of 
the carbons. The main principle of the 
Swan system is that upon whicli Mr. Edi­ 
son lias lately been working, and upon 
which, many years ago, other American 
inventors devoted a great deal of attention 
with considerable success. Mr. Swan ar­ 
ranges his lamps in series, and feels war­ 
ranted in asserting that at least twice as 
much light is produced by a certain quan­ 
tity of gas used to generate an electric 
current employed in his lamps than can be 
obtained from this quantity of gas burned 
i;i 
burners in the usual manner. Put­ 
ting tne questiou of economy in other 
word--, he reckons that forty pounds of coal 
employed in raising steam to generate elec­ 
tricity, is capable of producing the effect in 
his lamps of one thousand feet of gas 
burned in gas-burners. 


P re se rv in g P o sts.—In speaking of the 
well known methods of preserving posts 
and wood which are partly imbedded in the 
earth, by charring and coating with tar, it 
is said these methods are only effective 
when both are applied. Should the poles 
be charred without the subsequent treat­ 
ment with tar, the charcoal formation on 
the surface would only act as an absorber 
of the moisture, and, if anything, only 
hasten the decay. By applying a coating 
of tar without previously charring, the tar 
would only form a casing about the wood, 
nor would it penetrate to the depths which 
the absorbing properties of the charcoal 
surface would insure. 
Wood that is ex­ 
posed to the action of water or let into the 
ground should first be charred, and then, 
before it has been entirely cooled, be 
treated with tar until the wood is thor­ 
oughly impregnated. The acetic acid and 
oils contained in the tar are evaporated by 
the heat, and only the resin left behind, 
which penetrates the pores of the wood and 
forms an air-tight and water proof envelope. 
It is important to impregnate the poles a 
little above the line of exposure, for here 
it is that the action of decay affects the 
wood first, and where the break always 
occurs when removed from the earth or 
3trained in testing. •

R e ce n t W o rk in C h em istry .—AH the 
work in recent chemical research, says 
Pattison Muir, in a paper just published, 
points unmistakably toward the conclusion 
that chemistry is rapidly passing out of 
the natural history stage of progress into 
that stage where her facts will be ac­ 
curately grouped under general laws, which 
laws will admit of quantitative statement 
and of quantitative deductions being made 
from them. The recent work in chemis­ 
try also illustrates the need of a wide 
training in the methods of various sciences 
for the investigator of this branch of natu­ 
ral phenomena. One man begins with a 
purely chemical investigation, another with 
what appears wholly physical ; before long 
they find their paths meet, and that the 
problem which each had attacked without 
thought of the other can, it is seen, be 
salved, and even then solved but partially, 
only by the united efforts oi both.

Th e R a in -S torm.—The heavy storm which 
set in on Wednesday forenoon, although 
broken and ceasing at times yesterday, still 
remains by us, but has softened to gentler 
showery weather. This morning at 1 o’clock 
a steady, settled rain wa3 falling, with no 
wind. The dotal amount of rainfall during 
the storm to 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
was 2.53 inches. This gives a more benefi­ 
cial fall of raiu to date the present season 
than at the same time in 1879. Although 
there was to this time iu December last year 
a total rair.tall of 2.88 inches, of that amount

tion of this ciass of sowing is much larger 
the present season than usual. 
The present 
rain i» favorable in every respect. 
It has 
held off until outlying grain has been fully 
secured and everything in readiness for the 
growing showers. 
The 
rainfall 
is fully 
sufficient to enable plowing soon after it 
ceases, and the thousands of tean¡3and plows 
will soon commence the work of turning 
over the fertile fields

The S a c ra m e n to County Teacher»’ Insti 
tute m e t again yesterday morning a t 10 


o’clo ck at the Capital Grammar School build­ 
ing, Tenth and Q streets. President Bishop 
called the Institute to order. In the absence 
of the Secretary th e call of the roll aud 
reading th e m in u te 3 of the preceding day 
were omitted. 
Miss Lizzie M. Griffin gave an instrumental 
Bolo upon the piano entitled “ Defile.” 
Professor E. P. Rowell delivered an ad­ 
dress upon our governmental system, its di­ 
visions, and the constitutional functions of 
each branch, speaking principally upon the 
plan of choosing Presidential Electors, the 
manner in which the members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives are chosen, 
and the ratio of representation in the latter. 
Prof. W. J. Hyde addressed the Institute 
upon the subject of percentage. 
A brief recess was then taken, after which 
Prof. Norton delivered an interesting lecture 
on the o;>eration and mechanical work per­ 
formed by the current of the Mississippi in 
forming bayous, the filling of the channel, 
the formation of the bar at the mouth of the 
river ; changes effected by the jetty work of 
Captain Eads; the principal upon which 
these aro built and their effect; he also gave 
a description of New Orleans aud adjacent 
country. He stated that in making founda­ 
tions for hou.ses in the city piles were driven 
closely together, and to a great depth, the 
lops sa ved off to a uniform bight, just below 
the surface of the ground, nnd these covered 
over with concrete into a solid base, and that 
the piles thus treated became siiicattd and 
indestructible. This method of foundation 
is male necessary by the formation of the 
valley bring of a light alluvial nature. The 
ground is not only wanting in solidity, but 
also is filled with water to within four feet of 
the surface, for which reason their dead are 
buried in raised tombs or vaults above the 
ound. 
He also, during his remarks, gave 
illustrations as to the manner in which 10 
many small horseshoe shaped lakes are found 
along the Mississippi and other rivers, show ­ 
ing that it is effected by the current wearing 
way the banks ia bends, and finally cutting 
acrcro the neck of the bend and leaving the 
previously longer channel as a lake. These 
in time, by the filling in of sediment arc- 
overgrown with tules and canebrakee, and 
finally become dry land. The meeting was 
then adjourned at nooD, and called to order 
again a t 2 P. M., for the 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
At the opening of the session in the af­ 
ternoon 
Miss 
Mattie 
K. Powers sang 
a solo with piano accompaniment. 
Professor Norton again spoke upon the 
subject of physical geography, in a most 
pleasing and instructive manner. 
He illus­ 
trated the cause of ocean currents and trade- 
winds, as produced by the heating of the 
waters and atmosphere in the equatorial belt 
and the counter effect of the ice in the polar 
regions. 
This theory was simplified by 
drawing the representation of a metal box 
containing water, with ice at each end and a 
lamp underneath the center. 
The water 
being heated in the center, rose and flowed 
each way towards the ends of the box, and 
there coming in contact with the ice, was 
de heavier by becoming colder, which 
made it fall, and 
produced a backward 
under-current 
to 
the 
center 
again, 
and thus an outward motion was given 
from the equatorial regions 
toward the 
poles, as observed on the earth’s surface. 
This is the primary cause of the ocean’s cur­ 
rents, as well as the currents of air, but 
which are modified by flowing directly north 
and south by the rotation of the earth and 
the obstructing effects of continents. 
Professor Norton then took up the subject 
of history and the most successful methods of 
aching this branch. 
He did not*believe in 
taxing the minds of the pupils with a great 
number of dates, nor of forcing a strict 
biographical knowledge of leading Generals 
and statesmen, but rather to familiarize 
the mind with the predominating causes 
hich produced nr 
brought about great 
events. Under this method he would illus­ 
trate that the cause cf the predominance of 
the English upon the American continent 
was, first, that the race was exclusive and 
did not intermarry w ith other natives as did 
the French. The English were producers. 
They came here to till the soil while the 
French were merely traders and missionaries. 
In time of war the English produced their 
own munitions of war and food, while the 
French had to bring all theirs from France. 
Miss McMenomy then gave a humorous 
reading from Dickens. 
Mr. Bishop, President of the Institute, 
gave an illustrati-.u of the method of teachiog 
reading, which was well received by the au­ 
dience. 
An adj 'urnment was then taken until S 
o’clock in the evening, when State Superin­ 
tendent Campbell delivered a carefully pre­ 
pared and interesting lecture upon the subject 
of “ The State aud Higher Education.” 
At 9 o’clock this morning to-day’s cession 
of the Institute will comm- nee at the Capi­ 
tal Grammar School. 
Prof. Norton will be 
present. 
Suoerintendent Campbell will lect­ 
ure again thi3 evening at the Sixth-street 
M. E. Church upon “ Education.”
